Testimony of the Physician Who Was 
Chief Surgeon There Given Be- 
fore the Investigating 
Board at Washington.

The above was the essential port of the 
testimony of the chief of Camp 
Thomas before the War Board to-day. 

Dr. A. Hartsuff, who was chief surgeon 
of the army at Chickamauga from the 21st 
Of April until the 27th of July last, was 
examined by Col. Denby, one of the War 
Investigating Commission, concerning the 
conduct of the camp from a medical point 
of view He criticised various features in 
the. management of the camp, beginning 
with the location of some of the regiments 
He said the park was upon general prin- 
ciples a good camping ground, but that 
some of the regiments were located in 
swampy sections and others on rocky 
ground where it was possible to get the 
sinks of sufficient depth. In other cases the 
camp was poorly drained, and in most in- 
stances the tents were too close together. 
He said the sites were selected by Gen. 
KHrooke, and that notwithstanding his own 
position as chief medical officer; he had 
not been consuited in regard to the loca- 
tion, He had made a formal protest at the 
time but it was not heeded, 

Dr, Hartsuff took positive ground against 
thetablishment of divisional hospitals at 
the expense of the regiments. ¥ie said that 
the law for the organization of volunteer

forces did not provide for the enlistment 
of a hospital corps and that as a conse- 
quenee there was no force for the hospital 
work and the only way to get one was to 
ransfer men from the volunteer force to 
the regular force, and often times these 
men were not the most. effictent. 
theught a division or field hospital was a 
necessity but by taking surgeons, stewards 
and ambulances from the regiments, but! 
rather as an indenvendent institution. He 
hud found that regimental surgeons and 


were not so capable of rendering good ser. 
Vice: many were quite useless. Further- 
more there was immense confusston in 
transferring the regimental effects to the 
hospitals it was he said, a case of con- 
fusion worse confounded.

There seems to be no doubt that Russia 
is preparing for a movement to seize and 
occupy more Chinese territory. The time 
for this aggression seems to be opportune, 
but England is ready to checkmate it with 
the full force of her fleet now in the Yel- 
low sea, , 

Russia’s object is plainly to grab New 


Chwang. This port is in the Province of 
Shung King and rests on the Bay of 
Chi Li. It was this province which was 
overrun by the Japanese during their war 
with China in 1894, and which the con- 
querors were compelled to relinquish as 
a result of pressure principally directed 
by Russia. 

Great Britain did not fancy the occupa- 
tion of so much territory by Japan either, 
but she would prefer Japanese occupa- 
tion to that of Russia. New Chwang 
would be a splendid. port for Russian 
trade, being directly on the route of the 
great Transsiberian Railway, which will 
have a terminus at Port Arthur. 

Russia has a considerable land force at 
Port Arthur and a fleet of warships. But 
the latter do not match the British squad- 
ron under Seymour. 

The fighting craft at Wel-Hai-Wei under 
the British flag are formidable. Only one 
battleship in England's navy exceeds in 
size the Victorious, and that by only 1i0t 
tons. She displaces 14,900 tons, and her 
armament consists of four 12-inch guns, 
twelve 6-:nch quick-firers, eighteen  12- 
pounders and eight machine guns, with five 
torpedo tubes. She carries a crew of 757. 
Her horse-power is 12,000, giving her a 
speed of 17.5 knots. She was finished in 
1897, Her commander ig Capt. Anson 
Se sombderg. 

The Centurian is the flagship of the fleet. 
She is one of the best of England’s battie- 
ships. She was built in 1893 at Portsmouth 
and is 360 feet long and 70 feet beam, with 
a displacement of 10,800 tons and 13,231 
horse power. Her main battery consists of 
four 10-inch and ten 4.7-iInch quick-fire 
guns, backed by a secondary battery of

CATTLE FOR ILLINOIS. 


New Law Regarding the Shipment of 


Stock Into the State. 
SPRINGFIELD, Illl., Nev. 3.~Followitng 


is the new law governing the shipment of 
cattie into Illinolts: 


ll. Cattle from the gecheduled district 
may be admitted into this State during 
any time of the year when accompanied 
by a certificate signed by a duly author- 
ized and designated inspector the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, or a duly desig- 
nated officer or agent of this board, stat- 
ing that they have been dipped in accords 
ance with the formula prescribed by the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, number of 
cattle name of consignee, point of deasti- 
nation and route of shipment, and railroad 
and transportation companies may Tfre- 
ceive and transport such a’pped cattle 
into this State from pats without this 
State, or from stock fards within thig 
State. where dipping vats shall be estab- 
lished, when destined to points within this 
State, when such shipments are accom- 
panied by such aforesaid certificates of 
such dipping. Where the shipment of such 
dipped cattle originates outside of this 
State, the aforesaid dipping certificates 
shall be attached to the memorandum biil 
accompanying the shipment, and shail be 
delivered to all connecting lines receiving 
such cattle en route. The raflroad compa- 
nv within the State of Illinois that shall 
receive and shelter such cattle to thelr 
final destination shall mene upon 
receiving euch certificate forward the same 
to the Secretarv of the State Board of 
Live Stock Commissioners at Springfield, 
Ill.

‘An Interesting Story Related by a St. 
Louisan Who Was a Participa- 
tor in the Movement of 
Reconstruction. 


“That North Carolina race trouble will 
lwork out all right with little bloodshed if 
the Federal authorities don’t meddle with 
it,” said a St. Louis man who lived many 
years in Arkansas and is familiar with the 
method by which the political feature of 
the race problem was settled in the black 
‘counties in the eastern part of the State, 

“It is just 20 years since the white people 
of Phillips County, Arkansas, took the gov- 
ernment away from the negroes,” said he. 
“Some evils resulted, but they were not 4s. 
bad as thoee that had existed, and they 
‘have been evoluted out. Now the best ele- 
‘ment of the whites is in control, with the 
full consent of the governed. The negroes 
have a representation and so 
do the white Repubiicans. 

“It is a long story, but it Ullustrates how 
the white people of North Carolina or any 
other Southern State will work out the race 
problem to the best advantage of all con- 
cerned, if they are let alone. 

“After reconstruction all of our officials 
were negroes. They were not capable of 
adminisicring public affairs and the work 
was done by Northern white men—carpet- 
baggers they were called. These whites 
were objected to by most Southerners, and 
the wise men of the Democratic party got 
together and fixed things so that no negro 
official could bond unless he let his 
bondsmen name a certain number of his

and four other Democrats. They_ Were is- 
sued at the instance of Chairman Holton of 
the Republican State Committee, upon the 
complaint of a colored reg-strar named B. 
B. Steptoe of Halifax County. Steptoe 
declares in his affidavit thet the men for 
whom warrants were issued came to his 
house the night of Oct. 29 armed with guns 
and pistols broke open the door and de- 
manded his resignation, which he signed 
in fear of his life.

COMPLETE TRANSFORMATION OF 
GEOGRAPHICAL LINES IN 
CENTRAL AMERICA. 


UNION OF THREE STATES. 


The New United States of Central 
America, Embracing Nicaragua, 
Salvador and Honduras. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3—A complete 
transformation of the geography of Cen- 
tral America occurred on Nov. 1 by the 
birth of a new republic, the United States 
America, and the disappear- 
ances of the republics of Nicaragua, Sal- 
vador and Honduras, except as States of 
the new union. Senor Corea, Charge 
d’Affaires of these republics during their 
transition stage, has received detailed in- 
formation of the changes effected and the 
form of government: of the new republic. 
As indicating the dignity and Importance 
of the United States of Central Amert- 
ca, Mr. Corea points out that it has a 
population of about 2,000,000, an area of 
about 110,000 square miles, .a great stretch 


of seacoast on the Atlantic and Pacific, 
and the site of the Nicaragua Canal 
througrh which commerce will ultimately 
pass from ocean to ocean. 

The movement to form the new republic 
began on JOne 2, 1895, when the three Pres- 
idents—Zelaya of Nicaragua, Gutiere of Sal- 
vador and Bonilla of Honduras—formed the 
treaty Amapala. This provided for a 
union on the foreign affairs of the three 
countries and created a Diet, which di- 
rected these foreign affairs. It did not 
amount to a national union, however, and 
in the opinion of the State Department it 
was not a- Governméfit having the attrib- 
utes of sovereignty, but merely a confed- 
eration of separate Governments for the 

urpose of conducting their foreign affairs 

n common. The Diet, therefore, recom- 
mended the formation of a General Assem-

|new republic was finally drawn up and 
signed with due formality. The general 
character of the new government is shown 
in a communication received by Senor 
Corea from the secretary of the assembly. 
It states that the new order of things 
goes nto force on Nov. 1, the name of 
the republic being the United States of 
Central America, formed by Nicaragua, 
Salvador and Honduras. Provision is made 
for the admission of Guatemala and Costa 
Rica if they elect to enter the new union. 
A federal form of government is adopted, 
the boundary lines of the State being conr 
tinued as heretofore, except as changed 
by each ceding one department to form a 
federal district, similar to the District of 
Columbia, where the seat of federal gov- 
ernment is to be located. This ceded dis- 
trict surrounds the Gulf of Fonsica on 
the Pacific side, and the capjtal is tem- 
,orarily located at Amapala on the Tigre 
sland, lying in the Gulf of Fonsica. The 
capital will remain here until the Congress 
of the new republic selects “a. permanent 
site for it. e 

The Constitution provides for a President, 
elected for four years by the direct vote 
of the people, with a provision against im- 
mediate re-election. It is provided also 
that three presidents, Zelaya, Guiterrez and 
Bonilla, shall not be eligible at the first 
eection, thus removing all possibility of 
influence favorable to one of the execu-

The 
residential election occurs the first Sunday 

n December and at the same tir A. 
sentatives to the new House of Represen- 
tives will be elected. 

The executive power is given to a con- 
gress of two houses, the Senate being made 
up of six Senators from each State and 
three from the federal district, while the 
House of Representatives has one repre- 
sentative for each 30,000 inhabitants. This 
makes a Senate of 21 members and a 
House of about 70 members. The Congress 
meets March 1 next, the tnauguration of 
the President following on the 15th. 

The federal judiciary provided by the 
Const.tution is patterned after the system 
of the United States, and, indeed, through- 
out the Constitution there is a close re- 
semblance to the systems in this country, 

The Governments of Nicaragua, Salvador 
and Honduras become States, their present 
Presidents giving way to Governors. The 
States retain control over affairs of a 
purely local character and have Legisla- 
tures and direct local affairs, much’ as the 
States in- this country control their local 
affairs. 

The Nicaraguan canal project will hereaf- 
ter be under the direction of the new repub- 
lic as it ‘sa national question. The Coneti- 
tution provides, however, that all obligations 
of the separate States, entered into prior to 
Nov. 1, will be upheld, so that any conces- 
sions made by Nicaragua prior to that date 
will be operated. From_now on, how- 
ever, it will be the United States of Central 
America instead of Nicaragua which will 
have entire control over the interoceanlo 
canal route.
